6. A stabilizer athletic shoe as in claim 5 wherein said lateral foot 
stabilizer is from about ? to about % inch thick, with the thickness increasing from 
said medial part to said lateral part of said forefoot portion. 

7. A stabilizer athletic shoe as in claim 5 further including a forefoot 
wedge member. 

8. A stabilizer athletic shoe as in claim 7 wherein said forefoot wedge 
member and said lateral foot stabilizer partly overlap each other. 

9. A stabiiizer athietic shoe as in claim 7 wherein said lateral foot 
stabilizer is from about ? to about % inch thick, with the thickness increasing from 
said medial part to said lateral part of said forefoot portion. 

10. A stabilizer athletic shoe as in claim 8 wherein said lateral foot 
stabilizer is from about ? to about % inch thick, with the thickness increasing from 
said medial part to said lateral part of said forefoot portion.
